4'he fishes described below form ]uirt of a collection made. at 
ilorogoro, Tanganyika Territory, by ]\Ir. A. Loveridge, and 
have been presented by him to the Natural History Museum. 


Laheo loveridyei, sp. n. 

Body compressed; depth 4 in the lengtli ; length of head 
4|. Snout obtusely pointed, strongly projecting beyond 
mouth, somewhat swollen, with scars of tubercles and with a 
curved transverse groove above, its length not quite ^ length 
of liead. Eyes supero-lateral ; diameter 5 in h ngth of head ; 
iiiterovbital width 2^, widtli of month 2| in length of head. 
Tuner surface of lips with transverse plicae ; lower bordered 
*in front with a fringeof pa])illae ; rostral flap free at tlie sides, 
its edge crenulate ; barbel minute, hidden. Dorsal 12, with 
9 branched rays, equidistant from end of snout and base of 
caudal; upper edge concave ; third simple and first branched 
ray a little longer than head. Anal 8, with 5 blanched rays. 
Pectoral nearly as long as head, not reaching pelvic, the first 
ray of whicli is btdow the fourth branched ray of dorsal. 
Caudal deejily eniarginate. Caudal peduncle as long as 
deep, 38 scales in lateral line, 5^ from origin of dorsal to 
lateral line, 4 between lateral line and pelvic fin, 16 round 
caudal peduncle. 

A single specimen, 195 mni. long. 

This species is near L. forskalii and L. cylindricns^ which 
have a wider moutli and the snout broadly rounded.

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Barhus aphantogrammay sp. n. 

Deptli of body 3^ to 3f in tlie lengtli, lengtli of head 
to 4. Snont as long as or sliorter tliaii diameter of eye, 
which is 3^ to 4 in lengtli of head; interoi bital width 2^. 
Mouth small, terminal ; one baibel on each side, its length 
about 1 diameter of eye. Dorsal 10-11, equidistant from 
eye and base of caudal ; third ray a serrated s))ine, about f 
lenfjth of head : free edge of fin straiofht. Anal 8 . Pectoral 
f to f length of head, not reaching pelvics, which are in 
advance of dorsal. Camlal peduncle 1 | to 2 as long as deep. 
Scales radiately striated, 21 to 23 in a longitudinal series, 0 
or 7 between dorsal and pelvic, 10 round caudal peduncle ; 
lateral line absent, or reduced to 2 or 3 anterior scales with 
tubules. A dark lateral stripe ; a dark spot at origin of 
dorsal, another at origin of anal, a third at base of caudal ; 
fins pale. 

Ten specimens, 30 to 38 mm. in total length. 

Near B. apl eurogram may Bouleng., from Lake Victoria, 
w hich has 25 scales in a longitudinal series and 8 round the 
caudal ])eduncle, a longer dorsal spine, and a difterent 
coloration. 


Pareutropius, gen. nov. 

Diflfors from Eutropins only in the smaller dorsal fin, of a 
slender spine and three branched rays. 

Pa*'eutropius micrisdusj sp. n. 

Depth of body 4 to 4^ in the length, length of head 5\ to fi, 
i\b>ntli terminal or snout slightly j)rojecting, as long as 
diaimder of eye, which is 3^ to 3^^ in length of head. Band 
of teeth on j/alate continuous or narrowly interrupted in the 
middle. Nasal barbel § to f lengtli of head, maxillary and 
outer iiiaiidibnlary longer than head, inner mandibulary about 
^ length of head. 12 gill-rakers on lower part of anterior 
arch. Dorsal 1 3, small, well in advance of pclvics ; spine 
slender, feebly serrated, 3 to ? length of head. Anal 53-55. 
Pectoral nearly or quite reaching pel vies. Caudal deeply 
forked. Caudal peduncle not longer than deep. Brownish 
(in S[)irit) ; a dark spot above pectoral fin; a dark stripe 
along lateral line and another above anal fin. 

Seven specimens ; total lengtli 75-100 mm.
